Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

tn every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

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Response to Amendment 

The reply filed on 03/1 1/2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action and 
preceeding NINA sent 5/23/2002, because of the Applicant's election of primers SEQ ID NOS: 3 
and 4 and nested primer pair SEQ ID NOS: 19 and 20, both of which are located in Exon 1 of the 
PKD1 gene(Tables 1 and 2); followed by applicant's election of a SNP located in another exon. 
In their response to the first NINA, applicant elected the mutation wherein nt 3 1 10 is a C. 
According to table 3, this nucleic acid change is located in exon 12. Following several phone 
calls to the applicant's representative, a new(alternate) election of the SNP "including a deletion 
of G3336 in exon 13" was made. Both of these elections(@ nt 31 10 and @ nt 3336) prove 
inoperable in the presently claimed method and as such serve as non-responsive elections to the 
examiner's previous restriction requirement. Applicant also should note that SEQ ID NO: 1 
while putatively representing wt PKD1, contains the deletion located at nt 3336, appropriate 
correction is required prior to examination. Applicant failed to elect, in their words, 
"polynucleotides containing PDK1 mutations located in regions amplified by said nested 
primers. . .specific region with these specific nested primer pairs and kit containing these 
same primer pairs to amplify said specific region" or more simply, the nucleotide sequence of 
SEQ ID NO: 1 , containing the mutation that is amplified by their elected primers. See 37 CFR 
1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) 
MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, 
within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. 
EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a). 
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Applicant should note that arguments in response to examiner's restriction requirement 

will be provided when the Applicant's reply is made fully responsive.
